HIS Treatiſe, written by Azdrew Szape, Junior , one of 
His MAJESTY'S Farriers, is intended to be Printed 
in folio 1n the ſame letter with theſe Propoſals: and will 
contain a full and perfe& deſcription of all the Muſcles, 
Tendons, Ligaments, Cartilages, Bones, Veins, Arteries and 

Nerves of this ſerviceable and Generous Creature ; as allo of his three 
Venters, viz. the Belly (properly fo called) the Breaſ# and Head, with-all 
the parts contained in them, namely in the frſ?, the Caul, Stomach and 
Guts, the Meſentery, Liver, Spleen, Sweet-bread, Kidneys and Bladder, 
with the parts ſerving for Generation in both Sexes; in the ſecond, the 
Heart and Lungs 3 and 1n the 7hird, the Brain. All which Parts ſhall not 
only be fully deſcribed, but every one exhibited to the Eye 1n their pro- 
per figures (as well i ſitu, as ſeparate) in about fifty Copper-plates, ſo 
exactly, that by the help thereof, and the affiſtance of their explanations, 
any Reader of ordinary capacity may attain unto the full knowledge of 
their ſhape, ſituation and connex1on, as alſo of their Actions and Uſes. 
Whereto {hall be annexed a brief diſcourſe of the Generation of Animals ; 
and another of the various Liquors or Juices contained in the Veſlels, eſpe- 
cially of the Chyle, and of the Bloud and its Circulation. 

A Work that will invite and delight the Curioſity of every ingenious 
Gentleman, that has a due eſteem of this Noble Animal that yields him fo 
much ſervice and pleaſure; and 1s both uſeful and neceſlary for every Far- 
rier that would practiſe his Art with Succeſs or Commendation. 

But the Undertaking being great, and the Author having already ex- 
pended nach money in the deſigning and engraving the Copper-plates, 
(moſt of which are taken from the lite) and the greater charge of Printing 
remaining behind, (believing that the whole Volume will amount to above 
an Hundred ſheets zz fo/zo) he hath communicated his deliga to ſeveral 

_ perſons of Quality and worthy Gentlemen, and to ſome of the moſt emi- 
nent of his Profeſſion, who very well approving thereof have alrcady ſub- 
ſcribed towards the carrying it on, whereby he has taken encouragement 
to publiſh the Propoſals following, that by underſtanding to how many 
it may be acceptable, he may Print a proportionable number, that none 
may be unfurniſht. 

Such therefore as {hall pleaſe to pay to the Author, or to any other per- 
ſon appointed by him, the ſumme of twenty ſhillings, to wit, ten in hand, 
and ten more when the Book is delivered, {hall have one Book well 
bound and gilt on the back : which, except to the Subſcribers, will not 


be fold under twenty ſhillings in ſheets. And it is intended to be pubs 
liſhed in Michaelmas Term next.
